has made a statement to the At- 
torney-General charging the Mas- 
ter Plumbers’ Association with 
price-fixing. 

McDonnell had been a journey- 
man plumber seven years and be- 
came a master plumber and mem- 
ber of the Master Plumbers’ Asso- 
ciation in 1914. Four years later 
he was dropped from the associa- 
tion, he said, because he refused to 
contribute $3800 from certain con- 
tracts to the “kitty” of the associa- 
tion, for division among other 
members. He has since sought to 
join the association, but his appli- 
cation has been rejected 
et a a Oo mR Be 

The specific instance in which 
McDonnell charges the master 
plumbers with price-fixing was in 
a call for bids to install plumbing 
in @ proposed addition of two 
stories to the Warwick Hotel, in 
1918. 

Charge of Price-Fixing. 

McDonnell related this incident 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter as fol- 
lows: 

“Seventeen shops figured this 
* proposed jeb and submitted their 
bids first to the Master Plumbers’ 
_Association, A private meeting of 
' the bidderg was held in the asso- 
.Mtion offices in the Victoria Build- 
_ing and the bids were opened be- 
_fore they were submitted to two 
contractors who had asked for 
. them. , 

“The estimates ranged from 
$9000 to $30,000. My bid was 
$12,700. It was suggested by 
someone that, in view of the wide 
range in estimates, thatthe secre- 
tary add the bids and strike an 
average, and that the contract he 
awarded by the association to the 
bidder who was nearest the aver- 
age figure thus obtained. 

Instructed to Increase Did, 

_ “The computation was made. 
and the average figure was around 
$17,000. Lawrenc McNamara 
then president of the assoz ation. 
was nearest the average and !t was 
‘agreed that he submit thet figure 
to the contractors and that ali oth- 
“er members, including those who 
‘had bid for below this figure, sub- 
mit higher figures to the contrac- 
tors. The secretary instructed me 
‘to raise my bid from $12,700 to 
$18,300, in order to be above Mc- 
-Namara. 

“I withdrew from the  confer- 
ence and did not submit any bid. 
But I know the bids were submit- 
ted to the contractors as dictated 
‘at our conference. 

“The contractors subsequently 
informed me the hotel manage- 
ment had abandoned the plan to 
add two stories to the building be- 
cause plumbing and other prices 
‘were too high." 

4“ _ Another Case Cited. 


. Another proceeding within the 
‘Master Plumbers’ Association, as 
related by McDonnell, was the 
manner in which the association 
thwarted the efforts of a man ip 
Wellston who was seeking a low 
bid in 1918 on plumbing for a soda 
fountain in the Wellston building 

“This man asked me for an esti- 
mate and I bid $185," McDonnell 
related. “The man said this bid 
was too high, and had another 
plumber figure the job. Not 
satisfied with the second bid, he 
had several master plumbers fig- 
ure the job, and finally came back 
' to me. 

“Their figures were higher than 
my original bid, because I had 
given the association my figure 
when I submitted it, and the as- 
sociation, according to _ rules. 
promptly informed al! members 
‘of the amount of my bid, 

“The association hed also in- 
formed me of the additional esti- 
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mates submitted to the man and 
required me to add from $25 to 
$50 to my original estimate for 
each of the other members who 
had submitted bids. This I did, 
and the job finally cost the man 
$300. 

“We were required to tell the 
owner in a case of this kind that 
we had made a mistake in our 
original estimate. I so informed 
this man, and turned in to the 
association $115 to be divided 
among the other plumbers from 
whom the man sought estimates.” 

Another job that the Attorney- 


General will investigate on infor- 
mation from McDonnell was the 
plumbing of the Arcade Building 
in 1918. McDonnell said he was 
one of several master plumbers 


who had been asked to submit bids. 
“The secretary of our associa- 


tion télephoned me to stay off this 
joe,"” McDonnell related to ‘the 
Post-Dispatch. “I knew that this 
request meant that it was arranged 
to swing the job to a certain mem- 
ber of the association. I submitted 
no bid, and after the contract was 
awarded, the secretary telephoned 
me to go down to the successful / 
contractor’s shop and get $350, 
which was my allotted rake-off for 
not bidding. I requested that a 
check be sent me for the amount, 
and when this was done, I did not 
go for it, nor did I ever receive 
Fg 


By Laws as to Bids. 

The by-laws of the Master 
Plumbers’ Association, revised to 
April, 1825, excerpts from which 
recently were published in the 
Post-Dispatch, require members of 
the association to submit duplicate 
copies of al] estimates to the asso- 
ciation, where they are opened and 
read off in the presence of the es- 
timators. 

McDonnell sald it frequently oc- 
curs that members submit very low 
bids to the association and higher 
bids to the general contractor or 
owner. 

“When the association awards a 
contract to a member on a low 
bid,” McDonnell! related, “it means 
the other members must not inter- 
vene to take the job from him. I 
know of many instances where a 
plumber’s so-called duplicate bid 
submitted to the association was 
very much lower than the price he 
gave the contractor or owner.” 

Another phase of the business 
that will be inquired into by the 
Attorney-General is the basis upon 
which master plumbers figure their 
profit. McDonnell has informed 
the Attorney-General that mem 
bers of the association were ad- 
vised by the Educational Commit- 
tee to add 12% per cent for over- 
head, 12% per cent for profit and 
2 per cent for the association 
“kitty.” 

The accumulated amount tn the 


“kitty,” as shown in the bylaws. 
is divided twice a year among 
members, after dues of all members 
and general expenses are paid. 


Discount by Supply Houses. 
McDonnell added that the supply 


houses, as a rule, give the master 
plumber a discount of 60 per cent 
from the list price of materia! and 
fixtures, and that he keeps 26 per 
cent of this and gives the owner 
credit for 30 per cent. 


“Dissolution of the Master 
Plumbers’ Association,” said Mc- 


Donnell, “would result ina de- 
crease of at least 30 per cent in 


plumbing prices. Here's an ex- 


ample of what other cities are do- 
ing: In Chicago an ordinary four- 
apartment flat is being plumbed —t 
an average cost of $750. The same 
work, with the same material, costs 
about $1500 in St. Louis.

SHERIFF LOSES FIGHT TO GAIN

Judge Rosskopf Holds That Its 
Authority Has Been Vested With 
City Jailer for 84 Years.

| Waxing the Floor f 
ANY housewives prefer a 
Mwvaxcs floor because it brings 
out the beauty of the grain and 
it preserves the natural color of 
the wood. The wax may be pur- 
chased ready mixed or it can be 
prepared at home. To be success- 
ful it must be applied in thin coats 
and well rubbed. 
Wax may be applied to a floor 
that has been varnished, stained 
or painted, as well as a bare wood 
floor. Hardwood floors should be 
paste filled, to fill up the pores. 
A coat of shellac varnish will give 
a hard foundation for the wax and 
will prevent grease from penetrat- 
ing the wood and leaving a stain. 
This gives a highly polished sur- 
face, but many ebject to the slip- 
pery floor. The shellac may be 
omitted but if a very thin coat is 
applied and the floor is well sanda 
papered the slippery effect will be 
greatly reduced.,; 
Apply the filler or varnish, or 
both, and when thoroughly dry rub 
the wax on with a woolen cloth 
or brush—a piece of old carpet will 
do nicely. Allow the wax to hard- 
en over night. Next morning rub 
the floor lengthwise of the grain 
with a weighted brush, or you can 
use a heavy block wrapped in bur- 
lap, old carpet or woolen cloth. 
To get a nice floor it will be neces- 
sary to apply one or two more 
coats of wax and to rub tt in the 
same way as at first. 
The United States Department 
of Agriculture gives the following 
as a good wax: “In a vessel set 
in hot water melt one-quarter 
pound beeswax and one pound 
parafin. Add one-quarter pint raw 
linseed oil and one and one-quar- 
ter pints of turpentine and stir the 
mfXture vigorously.”
